In Kosciusko county 
alone there are thirty-nine lakes which 
would be affected by the project, it is 
believed. 
In addition it is pointed out the 
straightening of the river is undesir- 
ablé.

haunt of fishermen from Indiana and 
adjoining states, and it is declared the 
project would make an open ditch of 
the most beautiful river in Indiana. .
